If he should get 
free he would try to go to a neutral country and write 
a book for which translation into German he engaged me. 
Perhaps I KEHid might accompany him to Italy and then 
join him abroad. He would publish this book only after 
the war would be finished. This book was to be verj'' ri“al 
and would contribute in unveiling the truth about the 
txnKxteacliaMXiksmixix story of the war before Its beginning 
The German people will surely demand eali^tenment and 
for instance will hear with great interest in. how big 
a part It owes his disgrace to his minister of foreign 
affairs. 

Later on the count told me that he would try to flee 
before he definitely would give up. On my telling him that 
"would be very’ difficult for him’ alone he told me perhaps 
he might be helped by the ambassador Anfuso who certainly 
"would 'do Everything for him.
